A  four  year  coeducational  School 
of  Education  will  open  on  the  cam- 
pus in  September,  1952,  Father  Max- 
well announced  this  month.

Father  Maxwell  stated  that  the  de- 
cision to  establish  the  new  school 
was  occasioned  particularly  by  the 
pressing  need  for  elementary  school 
teachers.  "I  am  hopeful,"  he  said, 
"that  qualified  young  men  as  well  as 
young  women  will  pursue  the  elem- 
entary teacher  course,  at  least  for 
the  upper  elementary  grades,  for  I 
believe  that  male  teachers  add 
balance  and  breadth  to  the  child's 
experience,  even  at  the  lower  levels." 
For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
the  College  undergraduate  courses 
will    be    co-ed    since   at    present    only

Drum,  a  citizen-soldier  whose  warm 
personality  and  keen  common  sense 
had  made  him,  in  the  finest  meaning 
of  the  phrase,  a  civic  leader.  After 
his  retirement  from  command  of  the 
First  Army  General  Drum  fitted  well 
into  the  life  of  the  community.  As 
head  of  the  Empire  State  Building- 
he  had  widened  an  already  extensive 
friendship  and  he  was  an  active  fig- 
ure in  civic  and  church  affairs.  His

were  coupled  with  an  active  and  ca- 
pable intellect  and,  even  until  the 
end,  an  unfailing  energy. 

Hugh  Drum  was  a  professional  sol- 
dier in  the  finest  sense  of  the  term; 
he  had  been  Deputy  Chief  of  Staff 
to  Gen.  Douglas  MacArthur  when  the 
latter  was  Chief  of  Staff  of  the 
Army,  and  his  name  was  among  those 
considered  by  President  Roosevelt 
for  Chief  of  Staff.  Later,  during  the 
war,  General  Drum  was  almost  ap- 
pointed to  the  onerous  and  difficult 
position  in  China  occupied  by  the  late 
Gen.  Joseph  W.  Stilwell.  It  is  now 
interesting  to  speculate  how  history 
mig-ht  have  been  changed  had  he  re- 
ceived  this   appointment. 

General  Drum's  mosi;  distinguished 
active  military  service  was  in  the 
First  World  War,  but  perhaps  his 
greatest  contribution  was  in  the  dif- 
ficult period  just  prior  to  the  Second 
World  War,  when  his  leadership  and 
energy  had  much  to  do  with  the 
training  and  shaping  of  the  new  Am- 
erican Army.  Later,  during  wartime 
as  commander  of  the  First  Army,  ha 
was  entrusted  with  the  task  of  mo- 
bilizing New  York  and  preparing  the 
northeastern  area  for  the  greatest 
war  in  our  history.  Upon  his  retire- 
ment in  1943  he  commanded  the  New 
York  Guard,  and  planned  the  post 
war  reorganization  of  the  State's  Na- 
tional Guard.  Hugh  A.  Drum  was  a 
distinguished  soldier-scion  of  an  old 
Army  line — but  he  will  be  chiefly 
remembered  by  New  Yorkers  for  his 
warmth  of  heart  and  breadth  of 
friendship.

Those  heavy  grey  skies  forecast- 
ing the  icy  blasts  of  winter  means 
the  close  of  another  football  season 
and  frcm  here  in,  all  activities  on  the 
sports  calendar  call  for  some  steam 
heated    gymnasiums   and   arenas. 

Coach  Al  MeClellan's  basketball 
forces  which  are  joined  this  year 
with  eligible  freshmen  play  the  over- 
ture to  the  w'nter  season  with  a 
night  content  on  December  3  at  the 
Heights.  The  opposition  will  be  pro- 
vided by  an  Army  team  from  Camp 
Edwards. 

The  ever  spirited  hockey  team 
sparked  by  its  master  mentor,  John 
Kelley,  starts  off  its  season  with  a 
rugged  opponent  in  Brown  Univer- 
sity at  Providence  on   December  6. 

Both  the  basketball  team  and  the 
hockey  team  are  expected  to  provide 
some  very  good  mid-winter  sports 
entertainment.  Possibly  greater  suc- 
cess is  expected  of  the  court  team 
that  has  been  growing  over  the  past 
year  or  two  and  appears  ready  to 
blossom   into   a  major  college   threat. 

The  case  of  "Snooks"  Kelley's  sex- 
tet may  vary  whereas  the  Eagles 
have  lost  through  graduation  three 
of  the  finest  hockey  players  B.  C. 
has    ever   known,   in   Jackie    Mulhern, 


Pranny  Harrington  and  erstwhile 
Captain  Lennie  Ceglarski.  But,  Kel- 
ley's sophomores,  and  juniors  of  a 
year  past  have  been  maturing  very 
well  on  the  ice  and  they  could  read- 
ily provide  some  sparkling  hockey 
savvy.  Of  course,  B.  C.  is  fortunate 
in  having  some  exceptional  freshmen 
talent  on  hand  this  year  and,  given 
enough  time,  should  easily  develop 
into  potential   stars  themselves. 

Coach  McClellan  has  some  real 
good  veterans  left  over  in  Captain 
Tommy  O'Toole,  Tim  O'Connell,  Fran 
Duggan,  John  Silk  and  Jackie  Moran. 
Up  from  last  year's  frosh  five  come 
a  few  boys  capable  of  stepping  into 
regular  varsity  posts.  Lanky  Tony 
Daukas  and  the  clever  John  Whelp- 
ley  are  two  who  definitely  are  slated 
for  regular  service.  Also,  sophomor; 
John  O'Hara,  while  lacking  the  con- 
ventional height  for  this  sport,  is  an 
amazing  outside  shooter  and  will 
surely  get  an  opportunity  to  prove 
himself  in  spots. 

The  hoopsters  will  be  defending 
its  first  title  this  season  whereas 
Coach  MeClellan's  1950-51  team  won 
t?e  first  New  England  Invitational 
Tournament    at    Tufts    last    March. 

Last  winter's  hockey  team  played 
with  more  heart  and  spirit  than  it 
did  with  physically  capable  skaters. 
The  Kelley-coached  sextet  started  off 
the  season  with  a  mild  upset  of  Brown 
4-1    at    Providence.      But    subsequent 


bumps  by  McGill  University,  Harvard 
and  Michigan  hurt  the  Eagle  record. 
Still,  Kelley  brought  the  team  back 
and  the  victory  over  Colorado  Col- 
lege, the  previous  year's  National 
Champions,  was  the  start  of  a  seven 
game  win  streak  which  included  wins 
over  Northeastern,  Boston  Univer- 
sity, Harvard  and  Dartmouth.  The 
Harvard  victory  was  undoubtedly  the 
greatest  since  the  Eagles  had  to  over- 
come a  five-goal  deficit  and  still 
managed  a   10-9  win. 

The  Eagles  were  shoo-in  selections 
in  the  New  England  League  playoffs 
and  took  the  semi-fnal  handily  from 
Tufts  14-1.  But  the  still  physically 
shaken  B.  C.  team  couldn't  match 
fully  the  strength  of  Boston  Univer- 
sity and  finally  lost  a  4-1  decision  and 
New  England  title  to  the  Terriers. 

This  year's  college  hockey  picture, 
should  certainly  be  interesting.  The 
Eagles,  to  be  sure,  will  be  up  and 
very  near  fu'J  strength.  Boston  Uni- 
versity, Northeastern,  Harvard, 
Brown  and  Dartmouth  too,  are  going 
to  be  first  rate  teams.  A  great  deal 
of  action  is  expected  at  the  local 
Boston  Arena  these  winter  nights 
and  it  is  expected  that  the  college 
hockey  circles  will  be  rounding  out 
further  and  further  as  the  caliber 
of  these  games  is  expected  to  draw 
heavily  from  the  Bruins,  professional 
team,  which  has  been  steadily  losing 
its   appeal.

Father  Rector  Speaks  To  Alumni 

The  address  of  Very  Rev.  Joseph  R.  N.  Maxwell,  S.  J ,  at  the  reception  for  him  by  the  Alumni  at  the  Copley  Plaza, 

Boston,  on  November   12. 


I  suppose  that  for  every  man  who 
assumes  a  new  office  there  is  a  cer- 
tain brief  period  of  exhilaration.  He 
receives  messages  of  congratulations 
and  good  wishes.  His  picture  ap- 
pears in  the  newspapers  over  rather 
flattering  articles.  He  is  toasted  at 
teas,  feted  at  banquets — and  sudden- 
ly he  slides  right  off  the  rainbow 
and  acquires  a  wholesome  down-to- 
earth  feeling.  It  may  be  a  bit  of  a 
jolt  to  face  the  realization  that  there 
is  much  more  to  it  than  the  adver- 
tisements claim. 

When  I  landed  on  the  solid  ground 
we  call  the  Heights  and  viewed  the 
scene  spread  out  before  me,  calmly 
and  calculating  I  realized  that  there 
is  much  more  than  Gothic  beauty  at 
Boston  College.  Behind  the  medieval 
facade  there  is  a  terrific  job  to  be 
done.  To  bring  Boston  College  to 
its  present  state  of  development 
twenty  rectors  worked  generously 
and  devotedly.  They  could  never 
have  achieved  the  results  that  we 
see  today  without  generosity  and  de- 
votion. For  most  of  these  good  men 
there  was  a  struggle.  There  were 
disappointments  aplenty  —  and  a 
few  heartbreaks.  But  there  was  al- 
ways courage  and  foresight  and  hard 
work.  That  is  the  pattern  that  has 
been  worked  out  over  the  years.  And 
that  is  the  challenge  which  every  new 
rector  must  meet. 

Today  I  am  to  pick  up  and  carry 
on  in  the  footsteps  of  these  great 
men  who  have  gone  ahead  of  me. 
There  were  twenty  of  them.  Each 
one  made  his  own  contribution  to  the 
solid  development  of  the  college.  Each 
one  left  for  succeeding  rectors  an 
example  and  an  inspiration.  It  is  a 
splendid   legacy. 

The  task  of  a  college  president  is 
never  an  easy  one.  His  it  is  to  fos- 
ter and  advance  a  venerable  tradi- 
tion, to  promote  and  sustain  high 
academic  standards,  to  inspire  by 
word  and  deed  a  faculty  and  a  stu- 
dent body — yes,  and  an  alumni  assoc- 
tion  to  higher  nights  of  achievement. 
Boston  College,  her  faculty,  her  stu- 
dents and  her  alumni  must  ever  be 
ready  to  stand  for  examination  in  a 
very    critical    glare    and    they    must 


look  with  calm  assurance  at  the  con- 
fused world  about  them.  At  first 
blush  this  may  be  a  disturbing 
thought,  and  yet  it  is  one  at  which 
we  need  not  stumble.  For  there  is 
behind  us  a  long  history,  and  on  its 
every  page  is  inscribed  the  word  suc- 
cess, honest  striving,  generous  self- 
sacrifice. 

The  annals  of  success  are  full  of 
stories  of  great  men  who  have  suf- 
fered hardships  for  learnings  sake: 
stories  of  boys  in  13th  century  Paris 
giving  up  their  jeweled  daggers  and 
fur-lined  capes  to  own  a  few  pages 
of  Lombard's  Sentences;  stories  of 
Abraham  Lincoln  trudging  for  miles 
through  the  snow  to  borrow  a  dog- 
eared history,  so  that  he  could  throw 
himself  full  length  on  the  floor  and 
read  all  night  by  the  fire-light;  stories 
that  touch  us  only  less  than  the  stor- 
ies of  Martyrs  and  Confessors  who 
spent  themselves  for  God  and  God's 
children.  They  touch  us  because  the 
love  of  learning  in  the  realm  of  ideals 
is  second  only  to  the  two  great  loves 
that  Our  Lord  once  mentioned  to  the 
lawyer  who  tempted  Him. 

Boston  College  in  her  eighty-eight 
years  of  striving  has  been  no  less 
sincere,  no  less  persistent  than  those 
scholars  of  age.  Throughout  all  her 
yesterdays  she  has  been  fighting  the 
old  fight  and  she  is  fighting  it  today. 
It  is  on  a  new  front,  if  you  will,  but 
it  is  the  same  struggle  for  human 
souls  to  the  greater  glory  of  God, 
and  she  is  fighting,  as  always,  with 
sacrifice.  For  she  realizes  that  there 
is  nothing  of  any  worth  which  does 
not  demand  sacrifice.  And  through 
her  striving  and  her  sacrifice  she  has 
built  a  splendid  college. 

Strangers  who  visit  our  campus 
are  struck  by  the  architectural  design 
of  our  buildings  and  the  beauty  of 
our  grounds.  To  these  strangers, 
these  are  Boston  College,  but  to 
us  who  know  and  love  this  institu- 
tion there  is  a  greater,  a  more  vital 
element  that  has  endeared  you  to 
your  alma  mater.  For  after  all  a 
group  of  buildings  does  not  make 
a  college.  It  is  rather  the  students, 
the  faculty  and  the  alumni  who  are 
the    college.      It    is    the    faculty   who 


are  teaching  and  fostering  our  tradi-  | 
tions  and  our  ideals,  it  is  the  students  I 
who  are  absorbing  these  traditions  I 
and  ideals,  it  is  the  alumni  who  have  1 
learned  and  who  are  living  these  tra-  I 
ditions  and  ideals.  They  are  Boston  I 
College.  For  a  college  is  a  culture  I 
ground  in  which  ideas  and  ideals  are  I 
born,  developed  and  matured.  It  is  I 
a  collection  of  human  beings  with  I 
minds  and  wills,  bodies  and  souls.  [ 
They  are  the  vital  element  of  a  col-  f 
lege,  and  ideas  are  the  vitalizing  I 
forces  of  their  lives. 

Ideas,  as  we  know,  are  of  their 
nature  dynamic.  They  cannot  be  B 
cribbed,  cabined  or  confined.  They 
are  the  stock  in  trade  of  every  edu- 
cated man — the  things  by  which  we 
live  and  by  which  we  help  others  to 
live. 

I  once  heard  a  college  president 
address  his  alumni  with  an  exhortion 
to  lead  truly  Catholic  lives  according 
to  the  ideals  of  their  college.  I  should 
like  to  amend  that  statement  and  ex- 
hort you  gentlemen  to  live  truly  in- 
fluential Catholic  lives.  That  may 
sound  quite  simple,  and  yet  in  the 
final  analysis  it  is  a  very  large  or- 
der. It  means  that  in  a  bewildered 
world  that  is  torn  apart  by  conflict- 
ing ideologies  and  hate  you  must 
consciously  take  your  places  as  lead- 
ers of  thought.  The  world  to  a  very 
great  extent  is  irreligious;  it  cannot 
read  its  own  soul,  and  when  it  seeks 
for  the  solace  and  support  that  only 
religion  can  give,  it  thinks  to  find 
it  in  some  sweetly  emotional  expe- 
rience that  is  so  often  substituted 
for  religion.  Men  and  women  are 
deceiving  themselves  at  every  turn, 
and  at  every  turn  they  are  meeting 
with  frustration.  Having  denied  God 
they  have  ended  in  rejecting  man, 
denying  as  they  do  the  spirituality 
and  immortality  of  the  soul.  Having 
repudiated  the  Fatherhood  and  the, 
leadership  of  God,  they  would  grasp 
at  any  sham  leadership  provided  it 
suggests  escape.  Men  are  not  think- 
ing in  their  hearts,  and  the  world 
they  have  builded  is  a  world  of  chaos. 
"Unless  the  Lord  build  the  house, 
they  labor  in  vain  that  build  it."  In 
this  world   of  bewilderment  and  con- 
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fusion  you  are  asked  to  lead  your 
lives  as  influential  Catholics,  as  hon- 
est men  with  ideas  and  ideals,  as 
men  whose  lives  will  so  shine  before 
other  men  that  they  will  glorify 
Your  Father  Who  is  in  heaven.  It 
is  not  a  question  of  mass  influence. 
Even  Christ  in  His  public  life  did 
not  convert  whole  nations.  It  is 
rather  a  question  of  influencing  the 
individuals  with  whom  you  come  in 
daily  contact.  How?  First  by  the 
force  of  your  example;  secondly  by 
the  force  of  your  ideas,  call  it,  if 
you  will,  your  practical  philosophy 
of  life.  A  life  that  is  void  of  in- 
fluence is  a  life  lived  in  a  vacuum. 
You  have  the  answers  to  many  per- 
plexing questions.  In  a  world  that 
is  heavy  with  pessimism  you  have  a 
philosophy  that  engenders  a  very 
hopeful    outlook.      You    have    a    phil- 


osophy that  teaches  man  that,  though 
he  may  be  in  a  bad  way  because  of 
original  sin,  his  case  is  far  from 
hopeless.  It  teaches  man  that  he 
can  make  use  of  his  intelligence,  to 
take  thought  of  his  condition,  and  to 
repair  his  condition  under  the  Provi- 
dence of  a  loving  God.  It  teaches 
man  that  he  has  a  will  that  is  not 
bound  over  to  evil,  that  he  can  breast 
the  swift  current  of  his  animal  in- 
stincts and  repress  his  passions,  and 
he  knows,  too,  that  he  may  have 
the  immense  assistance  of  God  in  all 
of  this  merely  for  the  asking. 

This  philosophy  assures  man  that 
he  can  know  what  life  is  all  about 
and  that  he  can  do  something  about 
it.  It  renders  man  hopeful  of  mak- 
ing something  of  himself,  and  from 
this    hope    of    making    something    of 


himself  arises  the  hopefulness  of 
making  something  worthwhile  of 
human  nature.  Remember  that  the 
mind  of  the  individual  can  be  and 
often  is  the  mind  of  the  community, 
you  have,  all  of  you  the  equipment 
for  breath-taking  thought.  You  need 
but  the  effort  to  use  it  well  for  God 
and  for  country. 

You  are,  as  I  have  said,  a  vital 
part  of  your  college,  for  as  alumni 
you  are  living  her  traditions  and  her 
ideals.  Your  college  will  be  a  force 
in  the  country  only  in  so  far  as  you 
are  spreading  her  influence  in  your 
own  individual  circle  of  friends,  ac- 
quaintances, fellow  workers.  Not  by 
bread  alone  does  man  live.  We  live 
by  ideas  and  ideals,  and  with  these, 
to  God's  greater  glory,  we  must  help 
others  to  a  better  and  a  fuller  life.
